"If his products will now exchange 


for only 71 per cent of what they ex- 
changed for in 1913, as shown by j 
government reports, then His wages 
have been reduced by that much. 


"When economic factors have free 


play, the reward for one form of la- 
bor when measured ift the products 
of another form of labor, will bear i 
an equitable relation to the amount 
of human effort involved in each pro- 
"trucTfonT" 


"The fundamental difficulty 
now 


is that the price of the farmer's pro- 
duct is fixed by free competition. In 
the case of wheat, by world competi- 
tion.. 


Fixed Artificially 


"On the other hand, the price of 


what the farmer has to buy is de- 
termined by the wages paid in its 
production, and these wages are not 
fixed in free competition, but are ar- 
tificially established. 


"The farmer, therefore, is the chief 


victiw of a situation in which ono 
class *f labor is subsidized by wages 
maintained at an artificial level, and 
another class which has its wage de- 
termined by free competition.
